to stations along the border for patrol 
duty. 
"In addition to that, two additional 
regiments of the regular infantry have 
been directed to proceed to the bor- 
der, and such further .arrangements 
will be made as are necessary for 
complete security for the people of the 
United States against raids of this 
character."Provides 4,000 Men. 
Secretary Baker said the militia of 


three border states would make avail- j 
able about. 4,000 men. In addition, 
three regiments of regular infantry 
were today ordered to the border. 
These regiments were 13th infantry, 
now at Plattesburg, N. Y.: the 3rd In- 
fantry at Madison barracks, divided 
between Watertown and Oswego, N. 
Y.: the 21st infantry, at Port Lawton, 
near Seattle, Washington. 
The total addition force sent to the 


order under these orders, including 
both regulars and militia, is approxi- 
mately 7,000 men. 
Secretary Baker 
announced also 
published reports that the raid upon 
Glenn Springs- had been organized on 
the American side of the line, accord- 
ing io Mexican reports, .had been tele- 
sranhed to General Funston that he 
might investigate.

J have laid 
our information before Secretary Lan- 
sing. We have accurate information 
of at least two separate places on the 
border where raids are now being 
planned by these interests." 
Mr. Arredondo declared Antio. Villa 
Real was the real instigator of the 
Glenn Springs raid, according to his 
information. 
Villa Real recently vis- 
ited 'Neuvo Laredo," he said, in an ef- 
fort to foment mutiny in the Carranza 
garrison.

The 
CCymric left New York April 29 with 
a large cargo of war munitions for 
Liverpool. She had been, in the freight 
service for several weeks and carried 
no passengers. Her cre>y numbers 100 
men, none of whom as far as is known 
at the White Star offices at New York, 
is an American.

Keep Promises and Avoid Break 


President's Message to Kaiser 


'Washington. D. C., May 9.—Follow- 
ing is the text of the note cabled today 
by SecretE'ry Lansing to Ambassador 
Gerard at Berlin with instructions to 
deliver it to the German minister of 
foreign affairs: 
"The note of the imperial German 
government, under date of May 4, 191b, 
has received careful consideration by 
the government of the United States. 
It is especially noted as indicating the 
purpose of the imperial government, as 
to the future/that it 'is prepared to do 
its utmost to confine the operation of 
the war for the rest of its duration to 
the fighting forces of the belligerents, 
and that it is determined to impose up- 
on all its commanders at sea, the lim- 
itations of the recognized rules of in- 
ternational law upon which the govern- 
ment of the United States has insisted. 
Plain Statement* 
. 
"The 
government of the United 
States -feels it necessary to- state .that 
it takes it for granted that the Imperi- 
al German government does not intend 
to implv that the maintenance of us 
newly "annoounced policy is .in any 
wav contingent upon the course or re- 
sult of diplomatic negotiations be- 
tween the government 
of the unrea 
States and any other, belligerent gov- 
notwithstanding the fact that 
es in the imperial gov- 
of the 4th instant might

"In order, however, to avoid any pos- 
sible misunderstanding the govern- 
ment of the United States notifies the 
Imperial government that it cannot for 
a moment entertain, much less dis- 
cuss, a suggestion that respect by Ger- 
man naval authorities for the rights of 
citizens of the United States upon the 
high, seas should, in any way or the 
slightest degree he made contingent 
upon the conduct of any other govern- 
ment affecting the rights of neutrals 
and ncncombatants. Responsibility in 
such matters is single, not joint; abso- 
lute, not relative." 


Accept Declaration. 
"Throughout the mouths which have 
elapsed since the imperial government 
announced on Feb. 4, 1915, its subma- 
rine policy, now happily abandoned, 
the government of the United States 
has been constantly guided and re- 
strained "by motives of friendship . in 
its patient efforts to bring to an ami- 
cable settlement, the critical questions 
arising- from that poHcy. 
"Accepting the imperial 
govern- 
ment's declaration of its abandonment 
of the policy which has so seriously 
menaced the good relations between 
the two countries, the government of 
the United States will rely upon a

WITHIN DUTCH BORDERS.

The Hague, Netherlands, May 9.—A 
recent census of the belligerent troops 
that neve crossed the Dutch frontiers 
to date and are now interned in this 
country accounts for 27,886 Belgians, 
including 350 officers; 
1,589 British- 
ers, including 
54 
officers; 144 Ger- 
mans .including eight officers; three 
Frenchmen, all officers. Several thou- 
sand of the men at present are work- 
ing and living as ordinary civilians 
in various parts of Holland, while the 
others are accommodated at intern- 
ment camps. All the fifty-four British 
officers are out. on parole, in accord- 
ance with the permission given by the 
British

Louisville, Ky., May 9.—-The Anti- 
Saloon League was attacked and for- 
mer Secretary of State Bryan 
was 
criticized today by Samuel Woolner 
of Peorla, 111., president, of the 
Na- 
tional Association nC Wholesale Liq- 
uor Dealers of America, in an address 
before the twenty-first annual conven- 
tion of the association. Mr. Woolner 
said the attacks niado on the liquor 
trade by the anti-saloon league were 
unwarranted and he put forth the in- 
tlmateon that Mr. Bryan's attitude 
Toward public questions was animated 
more by self-interest than by philan- 
thropy or patriotism. 
His address 
was in part as follows: 


"The anti-saloon league is opposed 
to both regulation and compensation, 
aw either would put them out of busi- 
ness. They oppose regulation on the 
ground that it would neither tend to 
eradicate or mlmimlxe drunkenness 
or any of the evils they complain of. 
"As a refutation of this statement, 


I want to offer in evidence a state- 
ment by Lord D'Aebernon, chairman 
of the Central Board of Control of 
the 
Liquor Traffic of 13ngland. 
He 
says: 
'My belief is that, under 
a 
really intelligent system of regulation 
Three-fourths 
of 
the 
drunkenness 
which prevailed would never 
exist 
agnin.' 
" 'It might bo made almost impos- 
sible.' he says, 'for the habitual drunk- 
ard tci obtain more than was good for 
him and 
the 
occasional 
drunkard 


rould 
be 
largely 
eliminated,

cheeked in time on curative lines.
